The p hrase “tries to hand him the! 
p ap ers’’ is used because Mr. Sulzer 
may refuse to accep t them or even to ; 
•ee Mr. McCabe. 
For the imi>eaehed 
governor intends to fight not only for 
th e establishment of his innocence, j 
b u t to p ress by every means he and 
his lawyers can think of. his conten­ 
tion that his imp eachment is uncon­ 
stitutional and that therefore he can­ 
n ot be rep laced by Mr. Glynn. The ox 
act p rocedure of the contest on the 
Sulzer side arc being determined at 
th e governor's home, where Mr. Sulzer 
an d a group of lawyers who are help ­ 
ing him and whom he calls “counsel 
for the state,” are going over the 
grou n d . 
Each p articip ant has been 
p led ged to secrecy. The governor has 
b een mu ffled by his advisers and there 
h as been absolutely no hint from him 
as to what his course would he. 
The 
nearest ap p roach to this was the state­ 
men t of Judge D. Cady Herrick, chief 
adviser, ending:

The gossip of Sacramento 
had told of Marsha Warrington’s es­ 
cap ades, and her whole manner on the

But every­ 
one. including her own p arents 
be­ 
lieved Ia>la Norris was an innocent girl 
until she had been betrayed by Cam- 
Inetti under p romise of marriage.

Marsha Warrington admitted that both 
she and her < hum had taken frequent 
trip s to neighboring towns with Diggs 
and Caminetti and had illicit relations 
with them. 
She told of champ agne sup p ers with 
Diggs in his office of state architect in 
the eap itol building.

Cam- 
inetti and Miss Norris to San Francis 
co and Stockton, where the men regis­ 
tered under assumed names, with the 
girls registered as their wives.

Indianap olis. Aug. 14.—A rainstorm, 
accomp anied 
by 
terrific 
lightning, 
which struck Indianap olis yesterday 
! afternoon, left in its trail p rop erty 
damage estimated at thousands of dol­ 
lars. 
Much of the damage was due to 
flooded cellars and fires caused by 
lightning. 
The rainfall broke all rec- 
i ords for Indianap olis, the weather hu- 
reau gauge showing that in one hour 
2.68 inches of rain had fallen. 
The 
p revious record for rainfall in one 
hour was 2.17 inches, Aug. 2, 1899. 
Fires were started in many p arts of 
the city by the lightning. 
The rain 
fell in such torrents that storm sewer.* 
‘ could not carry the water away and 
the cellars in many homes and in many 
p laces of business were flooded, dam- i 
aging stored go* ds of great value, j 
Wires were down in several sections. 
Last evening a large district on the 
north side was without lights. 
Washington street was like a creek. 
The water ex tended entirely over the j 
curbing» . 
AH of the sewers were full | 
of w ater and the torrent rushing along 
through the p ip es struck the side of 
the manholes with such force that the 
water was thrown up ward and shot 
out of the holes in the lids several feet 
Into the air. 
The Clay p ool hotel base­ 
ment was flooded and the barber shop 
and billiard room had to he closed. 
W ater stood several inches deep in 
the basement. Water ran into the sub­ 
cellar at the Hotel Washington and a 
small lake formed on the floor of the 
cafe. 
Water stood nearly a foot deep 
in the Grand hotel basement and bar­ 
bers at the Hotel Edward barber shop 
stop p ed work to hail out the flood. ; 
W ater hacked up into the basement of j 
the city 
hall, causing considerable 
damage.

VALIDITY OF O’NEAL’S 


ACTION IS QUESTIONED 


Sen ate Will Nol Con firm Ap­ 


poin tmen t ol Clayton . 


Washington,

It. -Congress­ 
man Henry I). Clayton of Alabama, 
who is ex p ected to arrive in Washing­ 
ton today hearing credentials from 
Governor O’Neal of Alabama as sena­ 
tor ad interim, will not he p ermitted 
to take the oath of office. The indica 
tions are that if the question is p ut to 
a vote in the senate to test the valid­ 
ity of the ap p ointment of Judge Cla# 
ton by Governor O'Neal, that the gov­ 
ernor's action will he held invalid by 
an overw helming majority. 
When the 
credentials are submitted in the sen­ 
ate. if they are submitted, a motion 
will he made to refer them to the sen­ 
ate committee on p rivileges and elec­ 
tions, instead of following the usual 
course and p lacing them “on file.” Cri­ 
der such circumstances Mr. Clayton 
would not he p ermitted to take the 
oath, so that the receip t and reference 
of the credentials will p robably he the 
only p roceedings in the ease today. 
It 
was p oilited out that Mr. Clayton has 
not resigned as a member of the house 
and he is quoted in disp atches from 
Alabama as saying that he would not 
resign until he was sworn in as sena 
tor 
This statement was received with 
surp rise by senators, who p ointed out 
that Mr. Clayton could not he sworn 
in as senator until after he had re­ 
signed from the house, even if his cre­ 
dentials were not op en to attack for 
other reasons.
